(1) The Board of Public Education adopts standards of accreditation upon the
recommendation of the Superintendent of Public Instruction.

(2) The Board of Public Education and the Superintendent of Public Instruction
establish procedures and schedules for reviewing the accreditation status of each
school.

Which schools will be accredited in the school year 2023-2024?
® All schools will receive an accreditation status in the 2023-24 school
year based on the new rules.
® The Cycle of Accreditation will be established from a two-to-five year
cycle based on each district’s unique factors starting in the 2024-2025
school year. This allows each district’s specific circumstances to
determine the cycle of accreditation.
